Manila, June 15.—The Filipinos re- 
treated several miles southward after 
the engagement with General Lawton 
to the *trongly fortified town of lams. 
The shelling of tho American war­ 
ships drove the rebels from Bacoor, so 
the Americana control several more 
miles of coast. 
General Lawton, with his staff and a 
troop of the Fourth cavalry, started to 
•■certain the nature of tho insurgents* 
position. 
He rode five miles along the 
coast to Bacoor without discovering the 
enemy, He found the town fall of 
white flags, but there were no soldiers 
there. The women and children, who 
had fled to tile wood* during the bom­ 
bardment, wore camping in the ruins 
of their home*. 
The shell* had almost 
knocked the town to pieoea. 
The big 
church was wrecked and many build­ 
ings ruined. 
Even the trees and shrub­ 
bery were torn as by a hail storm. 
Several hundred women and children 
oaiiu- into the American lines for refuge 
and the road from Baw’or was covered 
all day long with processions o f them 
on foot and in carts, driving animals 
and carrying goods on their loads. The 
app* arance of the battlefield testified to 
the fierceness of the lighting. The trees 
along the river, between the lines are 
ahu. s»t torn down by bullet*.

Borne, .Tune 15.—Pope Leo’* decision 
to confer a cardinal's hat upon A rob 
bishop Case nova of Santiago signifies 
that all the negotiations with a view to 
restoring diplomatic relation* between 
the vatican and the Argentine Republic 
had fail* n through. 
In 1884 President 
Roca expelled the papal internuncio 
Mgr. Matera, from the Argentine Re 
public because he interfered in internal 
politics. 
The pope has been anxious to 
effeot an understanding with the Argon 
tine Republic, and oven went so far as 
to promise that if the latter took the 
Aret st* p he would confer a red hat on 
Mgr. <.'astalbino, 
the archbishop of

The Argentine government has not 
responded to these advances, and the 
pope is now retaliating by giving the 
red hat instead to Archbishop Oasonova, 
thus investing the Chilian prelate with 
tho primacy of the entire church of 
South America. 
Great dissatisfaction is expressed in 
vatican circles over the action of th* 
pope and of Cardinal Rompolia In ac
